assassin, aud her wvead In & pool of clotted

- Mrs, Ellza M. Miller, the vietlm, ‘'was sixiy-
thiee years of age, nud wilh her hasband nhd
her slster ooguplesd the promises No, 94 Bat-
tonwood streel, where they bad Lved (oF over
twenty-flve yeurs,

On the morning of the
hustund and her sister, Miss Haule Oweus,
siuried oul for the duy at 7 o'clock, and
at hplf-past 7 serenins were heird by the nelgh-
bors proceeding (rom Mre, Miller's house A
she hod been seen but A few minoles belore
that time epgaged In ber housenold lavors, no
attention was paid W Lthe crles, oxcopt by
Min, Fricke, who lved in the house ncxt (o
Mra. Miller. That lady #ent her ehlld up to the
roof to try and discovar what was Lhe matler,
but sbe was unable to doso,

The mwurder was not ddscoverad until about
hali-past § o'clovk Lhat allerncon, When
diseovered, the most careful paios had been
taken to cover up the truoes of tho murderer.

THE MURDERER CAPTURED.

The moststrenuvus exertions were made by
the detecuives, and resuiled in the arrest of a
mun named Gottlelb Willlmins, aged thirky-
elght years, a8 the oue to whom uwlltne elreams-
stunces polnted as the murderer. This mun
was Lhe son of & bulcher of the samo nanme,
When sixteon years old the prisoner com rlbled
his first deed of Llood. In Aan altercallon with
another boy by Ltbhe nume of Peter Doescher,
Goltlelb ook up i buteher-knife, and drove It
through him up to Lthe handle; then witbhdraw-
Ing the murderons weapon, he gquistly wiped
off the biood, and laid 1t down where he had
taken 1L from,

HIS EARLY LIFR,

This occcurred upon the 20uh of February
1844, His victim Hyed ouly & few hoars, an
Willlams was arrested upon the charge of mur-
der, He was ably defended, howaver, and the
Jury brought in a verdict ol Involuntary man-
sluugnter. He was convieted on the 27th of
Maioh,and on the 6ih of April following he
was sentenced by Judge Campoellto foar yenrs'
Imprisonment In the Couunly Prisun, ardly
h:ur he been confined in prison before the most
stiennous exertlons were made to procure his
pardon, which were finully successful, and he
‘wus let loose agsin l:![IOil soclety.

But he had learned nothilno u{ the terrible
lessone of the past, aud lved a 1lfe of reckloas
vagabouduge. Durlng a street fight he is said
uﬁllwo chused 1ne death of a fireman named
Toner, by striking him on the hond with a
spanper, He succeeded lu escaping conviellon

for the offense, and the next that was heard ot
bhim was hig enlisting fo the 85th Hegiment of
Volunteers, In the early partof the war. He
served In Lbhe army onlly two months, when he
deserted nt the batile of Antigtam ln company
with & man named Willlam Ticknor, Haviag
found his way to this city, he announoced Lo his
friends his intention to go to Calitornia. He
slaried off Lo go by the overland route, but had
hardiy reached Chleago whien he was stricken
with paraiysis, After sufferlng some time, he
wenl out of bis room aoripple. e came back
again to this eity, and became a confirmed
vagabond, and spent g conslderable time in the
Almshonse.

During this time, when he was so poor, he

I freguent visils to the house of Mrs. Miller
E; whom he was flways Kindly récelved and
who gave him many o meal’s vietuals, and had
even nuorsed him when he wns slek, These
kind oMoes were always rendered to him, aod
even as lale ny the day before the murder he
had taken brealkfust at ber house, nlihough, as
she lold ber sister the same cvenlog, she was
much afrald of him, Juost before going thare
ho had been at a house opposite, and nhad besn
Indulging In very violent threats agalnsl every-
body ause he conld nol gel anything to ent,
aod threatencd that he would leave his mark
upon somebody before he died.

AFTER THE MURDER,

On the morning of the murder he was al the
lager beer saloon, on the corner of Niuth and
Huttonwood streets, at 7 o'clock, and, contrary
to his usual gustom, was nol seen around that
quarter ngnin duaring the entire day. When he
Wil seen F"‘“ into the court a fow minutes
before 7 o'clock, nothing unusunl was noticed
In his appearnnce; bul when seen at Eleventh
and Buitonwood streets, at 4 quarter befors 8
o'clovk, his appearance was noliced Lo be pegu-
linr enough Lo canse the exclamation on the

rl of one of the wilnesses examined, “Way

Ol looks us If he had fallen down Iu a
sluoghter-house " When nextseen,at 2 o'closk
in rhe aflernoon, he was al o moeat. pioklogesta-
blishment near Lanrel Hill, Ife then sald to a
bystander, as ke was whetling a knife apon a
stone, “That he would be thirty-elght years old
to-morrow (Thursday) morning, but he did not
expeot 1o live Lo ses 1L He had a small bottle
with bim, which he sald had contalned some
laudannm, but the cork getting out, the whole
of it had been sp)iled,

Al the Robin Hood Tavern, on the same aflter-
noon, he ngaln spoke of his determination not
to live, and In the sameevening hetolda young
man that he wonld never be seen again after
that day; aod also, that the next morning's
gpon would contalu the whole story of lils

Le. Borrowlng a dollur hie entered a passenger
car at half-past 7, and want to Ridge nod Cos
lombin avenues. Afler tuat he woax uotsesn
until the next morning at 8 o'clock, On the
morning of the 2kt he was seen in the nelgh-
borl of Taleteenth and Spriug Garden
streets, the attention of several porsons belog
ealled Lo his appearanoe.

READING THE DEATH-WARRANT,

On the 2d of May, 15867, the warrant for thae
excoution of Gettlelb Wilinws, vY,on the
coming 4'h of June, wns signea by Qoyernor
Goeary, and on the 4th of Mryy  Bherlil H.
C. Howell, necompanted by 8%, veril gontlemen,
official and otherwise, roy the warrant to the
[»r:emner. Duriog the Soadiog of the warrant
he prisoner stood leaning against the wall ot
the rear of Ltha eell, occaslonally stroking hin
face with hig hand, but exhbibiting the most

astonlshing coolnoss and  seli-sufMolenc
thronghout. When the reading was coneluded,
the Sherifl! sagain addressod the prisoner

assuriug him that his doom was now fixod, and
that he must not look for o pardon or resplie,
nx there was no possibility u, elther, Ile thiere-
jore exhoried him Lo think only of the luture,
and to prepere al once Lo meet hin fate. In
anewer 1o this WHHams responded thnt e wan
rendy to div to-day, haviog repented of all that
he had ever done,  But he was not gullty of Lhis
thing (eferting to the marder of Mra. Mliller),
pud the time would come when his innoconoo
would be proved.

Williams referred at that visit to the unkind.
ness of ope of his biothers, who would have
pothing to do with nim, and would not assist
nim at the trin). Throonghool thelntlerview the
oriminal tnikea with the utmost freedom nnd
cnse, q»xlnblliU\x no apparent emotion, and
givliig every evideoce of o sounnd and intelils
gent wl . Though erippled In vody, his in-
telleet 1s evidently unlmpalred,

THE PHISONER'S RECENT DEPORTMRENT,

During a visit which was pald to him In his
cell last week, Willinms was very cordial, and
entered with entire fresdom upon the discas-
sion of the subject of the murder, und also gave
his free consent Lo have the conversation made
pubille, At the outset of the conversation he
protested earnestly agalust a ‘mmgraph repre-
senting him as indiflferent to his fate, and mores
intent npon securing o Ml supply of Lobacco, Lo
the use of which he 18 greatly addicted, than to
religions lostruction, He complalned wilkh
greal enrnestness of Lo Injustioe of those loose
and unfounded assertions. He also professed
to bo profonndly 1mpressed by the tenchiugs of
the Hev, Thomas G. Allen, his religious ndviser,
and he declared his desire to dovote Lue remaln-
der of his days to preparations for eternity.

He still eontinued to protest bis lanocence of
the murder of Mra, Miller, and sald that, oo the
day It was commitied, e was not in the cours
where she lived, He sald, further, that 1t wos
the erime commitied ni,v him when he was a
boy that caused his convietion upon the oharge
of murderiog Mra, Miller, He was Inoocent of
this latter olfense; but he konew that he muasy
die for it, and he was prepared o meet his fate,
In respect to his condition on the day of the
mwurder, he sald he had deank nolhing that
morning; that be was sober, and a8 snne a8 he
aver wis,

He also sald that when sentence of death had
been pronounced urmn blim, he bad resolved Lo
commit sulcide, His proposed method of doln
50O was 1o sirangle himsell by menns of a oo
he iad econcenied under the floor of his oall
Before he had nn opportanity Lo ase thig string
he wos removed Lo anuother cell, and lost 16, He
then gol possession of nshossiring Lo efluetthe
same objeol, but was induced, by the influence
of the teachings of his spiriiunl adviser, Mr,
Allen, to give up the ldea. Heo sald farther, in
reference to his converslon: *I have now bo-
come convinced that T have a sonl o besaved,
and all mr thoughits are torned inthat direc-
tion, I willgo to the seatfold aod dle, nad 1L
will be for & crime | never committed,” The

arlsoner hny slept well, and hag p good nppetiteo,
fe professes himselr ns being easy in mind,
baving made his peace with God, repented of
nll thesius he s ever commiited, and bolng
now ready to die on the seaffold for & ecrime
of which he Is Innotent,

His constant companlon, now Lhat his end 14
drawing nigh, Is the Bible, 1t8 many lenves
turned down indieate where passages havo
been HOHI‘(‘IH‘{I onl for reposted perasal, He
hesiiates ndt to pray alond with nis religlous
ndvisers, aud when visited by bis feiends often
epnlrents them Lo vulte with him In supplion-
tions Lo the Throne of Grace, His manner of
deportment gives evidence of deep contrition
for bis past sinfol eareer, nnd ho ksems Lo have
an abiding falth in the mercy and goodness of
God, Heoften speals of hisexeculon, and has
mude every preparation for his burial,

THE LESSOX OF AN EVIL LIFE,

As n matter of course, In such eases there are
o greal many pessons who atlll belleve In Wil
Hama' innocence of the murder of Mrs, Miller,
They allege that he was utterly unable 1o
master such a stropg woman a8 Mrs, Miller,
even Il willing, But that he possesaed consider-
able physionl power was made Tully manifest
by the testimony of competent witnesses. Heo
whs ably defended and every polnt that could
be made was made lo his defense. Siep by step
the evidence cluged In agalust him, whiie nos
n ressonnble doubt was In the minds of the
jury ip regard to his gulit. Hls career 15 a
frightrul instance of the tendencles of a reok.
168 disregard of the laws of soclety,

From his earllest youthh he was wholly un-
controlled by his jarents, or by oulside 1a-
fluences Lhat would tend Lo keep him in Lhe
path of rectiinde. Giving his passions faill
sway, he rusbied luto nil kinds of exoesses, and
i mere boyhood committed the faarfal orime
of murder, Undeterred by the memory of that
fearful deed, he pursued a life of vagaboandage
that only tended to foster the tigerlsh lustinois
of his nature, and fit him for the lasl fearfal
drama in which he played suchh a bloody part.
